Governor Brown says his 
budget is “soundly in bal¬ 
ance” without any new 
taxes. Yet, a close examina¬ 
tion of the figures indicates 
that the state will be spend¬ 
ing $90 million more than 
its anticipated revenues for 
the coming fiscal year. De¬ 
spite a $100 million surplus 
at the beginning of the fis¬ 
cal year in July, the Gover¬ 
nor’s spending program will 
liquidate all but $8.7 mil¬ 
lion by the end of the year. 

Hidden in this record pro¬ 
gram of expenditures is a 
“breach of faith” with our 
local school districts. While 
available surpluses are be¬ 
ing exhausted elsewhere, in¬ 
creases promised in addi¬ 
tional support for public 
schools have been pared. 

Last year it was prom¬ 
ised that $50 million would 
be reserved for additional 
state aid this year to offset 
the disappointingly low ap¬ 
propriations of the last ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature.
